Like Lincoln, his brilliant success in after life 


was due to unusual natural powers of mind and hard study 
Whet 


lie said of Lincoln was true. "What he said of the college and uni- 
versity Avas not true. 


A man may be educated, lie may have spent years in college 


and university and yet be an impossible dullard, lie nun have all 
sorts of facts at his tongue's end and be classed as a walking ency- 
clopedia, and yet leave no impress on the intellectual world. 
Yet 


Ihe schools of higher learning are not to be blamed for this. They 
cannot accomplish the impossible. 


Education, in.its broadest sense, is not a matter of schooling. 


It is a matter of personal 
application. An unlettered man may 


grasp a few of the fundamental.truths of life andjiy constant appli- 
cation become a leader of men. History is full of; illustrations of 
this truth. Lincoln was an educated man, yet he never tried to im- 
press the fact on those around him. 


DRIFTING 


A man may be a good workman. Tie may have a skilled trade 


or be an expert in clerical or other office work. lie may be steady 
ami ludustiauus and have no questionable habits, lie may be a good 
tasband and father—and still fall far short of the mark. 


'Such is the man without a purpose in life. He is the man who 


drifts with the tide. Such is the aimless, purposeless individual who 
has within him the potential qualities of a useful life, but who comes 
in at the finish, with no real accomplishment to his credit. 


Some of the biggest failure.-, we havo ever known have been men 


of really blameless lives. Not eating to own a home, they have 
lived in rented quarters all their Jives. Having no fixed 
moral 


ideals, the> June reared their children without a word of admoni- 
tion as to what the world has a right to expect of its future citizens 


Their virtues are all of a negative character. 
They may not 


have used tobacco or intoxicant.-, merely because thej had no desiie 
to do so. The character of n man of this type maj be "above re- 
proach'1 simplj because he has been too listless to go astray. While he 
lias displayed no positive vice.-., neither has he been a force for posi- 
tive good.
